RE: Crime, car stops and confusion 
BPC#20-0162 — Review of Stops Conducted by the Los Angeles Police Department 
in 2019 
Police Commissioners, 
Year to date, homicides have increased 25%. Shooting victims increased 30.5% and shots fired have increased 
28.1%. Gang homicides are up 22.6%, gang-related carjacking is up 18.4% and shots into inhabited dwellings is 


up 41.2%. All of these crimes plague neighborhoods that are disproportionately inhabited by people of color. 


Year to date there have been 26.2% fewer stops by police officers (416,520 in 2020 versus 564,393 in 2019). 
There has also been a 19.6% reduction in the number of firearms booked into the property division. 


Do you think that there could be a correlation between the increase in shootings and killings and the reduced 
number of police stops and illegal firearm seizures? 


These are not just statistics. These crimes happen to real people. Just this past week: 
1. November 9" at Grape St./Century Blvd., a 21-year old Black female was shot while driving her car. 


2. November 9*" at W 103rd St / S Figueroa St., a 34-year old Black female was shot in the leg while 
standing on a sidewalk. 


3. November 9" at S Normandie Av / W 54th St., a 36-year old Black female was shot in the neck 
while driving her car. 


4. November 11° at W 59th St / Denver Ave., a 51-year old Black male was shot multiple times 
and killed. 


5. November 11" at Obama BI. & W. Martin Luther King Jr BI., a 33-year old Black male was shot 
while standing on the sidewalk. 
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November 11" at S. Main St. & E. Manchester Av., a 15-year old Black male child was shot while 
standing on the sidewalk. 


November 12" at 3970 W. Martin Luther King Jr BI., a 34-year old Hispanic male was shot while 
on the street. 


November 12" at 21929 Saticoy St., a 30-35-year old Black male was shot while walking. 


November 13" at W. 105th St & S. Broadway, a 35-year old Black female was shot while 
standing on the sidewalk. 


November 13" at York Blvd & Aldama St., a 16-year old Hispanic female child was shot while 
sitting in a vehicle at an intersection. 


November 13" at Broadway & 60th St., a 28-year old Black male was shot when a driver exited 
his vehicle and produced a rifle and shot the victim. 


November 13" 641 E Colden Ave., a 64-year old Black male succumbed to his injuries after 
being attacked on October 20". 


November 14" at Foothill BI./Arroyo St., a 19-year old Hispanic male was shot while at a 7-11 
store. 


November 14 at 603 S. Spring St., a 45-year old Black male was shot while being robbed on the 
street. 


November 14" at Chariton St. & Cadillac Av., a 31-year old Black male was shot while standing 
in an alley. 


November 14" at Gage Ave & Grand Ave., a 32-year old Black male was shot while standing on 
the sidewalk. 


November 15* at 3131 S. Hill St. a 20 to 30-year old Black female and a 30-year old Black 
female were shot and killed. 


November 15" at 1107 N. Neptune Ave. a 23-year old 7-months pregnant Hispanic female was 
shot and killed and her 20 to 25-year old Hispanic male boyfriend was shot while both were ina 
parked car. The baby did not survive the attack. This shooting was ruled a double homicide. 


November 15" 8th St & Mateo St., a 26-year old male Hispanic was shot and killed while 
working as a tow truck driver on a car he was dispatched to. 
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No one in Los Angeles should be risking their lives by standing on the sidewalk, sitting in their car, 
working at their job or driving in their neighborhood. 


As the police commission does its typical Tuesday Two-Step of pointing fingers at police officers for enforcing 
the law, they should be looking in the mirror and asking themselves where their plan is to reduce the violence 


ravaging many parts of Los Angeles. 


These shootings, these killings, this victimization of people of color is happening on this police commission’s 
watch. It’s happening every day, and it’s getting worse. No one is doing anything about it. Where is your plan 
to restore safety to neighborhoods disproportionately suffering through this shooting and violent crime 


epidemic? 


This police commission accepted the Use of Force Year-End Review for 2019 and on pages 114 and 115 the 
following demographic information was included about violent crime suspects and victims of violent crime.

Look at your own charts included in the 2019 use of force report. Eighty-three percent of all violent crime 
suspects are either Hispanic or Black. Seventy percent of all violent crime victims are either Hispanic or Black. 


So, if police officers arrest violent crime suspects based on the percentages reflected in your own reports, 
does that make us racist? Are Commissioners seriously suggesting that we should police by quota? Only make 
stops based upon the color of an individual’s skin at the correct population demographic number? 
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The Inspector General’s report is long on raw data and short on context. It is far from an in-depth analysis of 
stops by the LAPD in 2019. The report provides zero context for the 712,408 stops “analyzed.” In fact, these 
stops were not analyzed, they were inputted into an Excel spreadsheet with a pre-determined outcome ready 
to go. Let’s boil it down for you. 


The population demographic of Los Angeles is comprised of 9% black residents. Since police officers pull over 
more than 9% of black residents on any given shift, then they must be racist. It is one of the most 
disingenuous and inflammatory misdirection attempts the police commission keeps trotting out every couple 
of months to deflect from their complicity in the victimization of people of color. 


Los Angeles police officers target behavior. If your tail light is out, if you are speeding, if a brake light is out or 
you don’t stop at a red light or stop sign, you may be pulled over. If you don’t have an operable headlight or 
valid registration, you may be pulled over. And if in the course of being pulled over there is reasonable 
suspicion of a probation or parole violation, a gun, drugs, or signs of alcohol intoxication or signs the driver or 
passengers are under the influence of illegal drugs, you may be detained and/or arrested. 


It’s called law enforcement. It’s called targeting unlawful or illegal behavior. Not unique concepts for a police 
department to be engaged in. Maybe some of the Commissioners are confused as to what the actual job of a 
police department is supposed to accomplish? 


Perhaps this subject requires a more in depth discussion and a strategy from the Commission that goes 
beyond proclaiming indictments of the police department or bizarre proclamations of policing by quotas. If the 
Police Commission is interested in creating sound policy versus sound bites, they would do what any other 
responsible governing body would do and table this report. 


The Police Commission is failing the public and there will be more shootings this week, more victims this week, 
more killings this week. What are you doing about it? More reports about policing by quotas is not shielding 
any of these victims from bullets flying in their neighborhoods. 
Where is your plan to keep LA safe?
